You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on 
Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation 
of  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  one  or  more  and  not  exceeding  three  highway 
agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Road  Agents,  Treas- 
urer, Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Library  Trustees  and  other  Town 
officers  and  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  TO 
THE  GREENFIELD  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Few  towns  are  more  fortunate  in  having  teachers  who,  by  train- 
ing and  natural  abihty,  care  for  the  best  development  of  the  pupils 
in  a  well  rounded  program  of  activities.  The  work  done  by  Miss 
Batten  and  Mr.  Fenerty  makes  use  of  the  interests  of  the  children 
in  developing  not  only  scholastic  ability  but  an  excellent  sense  of 
civic  duty.  Within  your  school  house  there  are  two  groups  of 
children  who  are  receiving  such  education  as  many  parents  in 
city  school  systems  urgently  desire  for  their  own  children.  The 
splendid  example  of  cooperation  and  genuine  interest  shown  by 
these  two  teachers  cannot  fail  to  inspire  the  children;  and  de- 
serves and  receives  the  appreciation  of  the  town. 

It  would  well  repay  any  citizen  of  Greenfield  to  spend  an  entire 
day  in  the  schools,  so  that  he  could  appreciate  the  spirit  of  the 
school,  and  observe  the  wide  range  of  activities  which  continually 
makes  full  use  of  the  normal  desire  of  children  to  use  their  time  in 
worthwhile  activities.
